"Why talk of iiaemployt'd woiuou wjitn houao- 
work goes begging / " is the question propomided 
by a New York womaa. She finds two^good reasons 
for the unemployment of rlomestio servants: First 
— ^The unreasonably high wages demanded by even 
th« most inoompetent, which makes them impos- 
sible for people of moderate means. Second Their 
refusal to go to the country ut any price, though 
plenty of good situations are open to them there. 

It should be the business of legislators to make 
it easy as possible for any one to engage in any com- 
mercial undertaking, but that is not the caaa now, 
and the situation will be infinitely worse when all of 
the various proposed "reform" laws are on the 
statute books. The interstate trade commission 
might be directed to answer inquiries of business 
men in regard to the exact meaning of trust and 
other legislation, for which there is much greater 
need than of further legislation of a restrictive 
character. That, however, might not arouse shouts 
of approval from the masses, which seeaaa to ba the 
only aim of the Free Trade leaders.

The Boston Transcript states that a promint-nt 
railroad official in analyzing the agrieultural pos- 
sibilities of New Kngland, says that in the ten 
years prior to 1910 879,499 acres of tillable land 
in New Rngland ceased to be cultivated Today 
New Kngland produces in the way of food prohahly 
less than 25 per cent, of what her people consume 
This means the importation of 3,600,000 tona of food 
prcMluefs info New England in one year, much of 
wliich could have been raised here. The 879,450 
acres of abandoned tillable land would hare fed 
800.000 cown. fattened over 350,000 head of beef, 
and furnished [ui^turaee for 2,200,000 sheep, to .say 
notlung of the crops that could have been raised 
on thvse lands.
